REPORT OR SCHOOL, BOARD. 


In presenting the annual report as required by our school 
laws, it affords us pleasure to state that our schools, as a whole, 
have made good progress. Our aim has been to secure the best 
teachers for their respective situations. If we have failed it has 
been a lack of the head and not of the heart. We very well know 
that the School Board and some of the teachers have been harshly 
criticised by a few of the district. We will not attempt to justify 
the course persued by us, but will say, as a ruje, we think there is 
no class who make more earnest efforts to kuow and do their duty 
and achieve success than do our school teachers, and no class is 
less appreciated. Much of the responsibility of the lack of pro- 
gress in our schools falls upon the parents instead of the teachers. 
A great portion of their energies are spent in counteracting the 
effects of defective home training, as order aud obedience are 
essential to the acquisition of knowledge. Without obedience 
there can be no order; without order the efforts of the teacher are 
abortive, no matter how efficient or earnest he or she may be. 
Therefore, if we would have our children receive the ful) benefit 
of the qualifications of our school teachers it behooves us, as par- 
ents, to do our part in training and fitting our children to receive 
instruction. To insure the best results parents must heartily co- 
operate with the teachers and act in harmony with them. And 
here let me say thaf parents shouJd be slow to heed evil reports of 
the school from their children. Where is no one but will find that 
if the child is encouraged in such a course, reports will increase 
daily and be magnified to suit the ovcasion. 

Our first selection of a teacher for the winter term at the 
Centre proved to be an unfortunate one, but whether he was more 
at fault than scholars and parents was questionable in our minds. 
We visited the short term of three weeks three times, and found 
him gentlemanl:, courteous, and scholarly. The greatest fault 
we could find with him was that in trying to get out of the old ruts 
of teaching and reciting he was anxious to bring about the reform 
in too short a time. At our last visit we found only six scholars, 
and, deeming it unprofitable to have the school continue, the 
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teacher, accepting the situation, quietly resigned. In consequence 
of the breakage, the advancement made during the winter was 
not as great as might have been if all had worked together har- 
moniously. 

We had an application for a winter school at Whitcherville. 
After investigating the matter we gave them a school of eight 
weeks, believing that they claimed nothing but what in justice be- 
longed to them. Owing to a scarcity of teachers in the fall we 
had to employ several who were inexperienced, and though some 
good work was done, the results were not entirely satisfactory. 
A really efficient teacher will have her heart in tue work and devise 
ways to employ her time profitably, even with a few scholars, 
instead of taking questionable literature into the school room with 
which to busy herself. 

Some teachers seem to think that their duties only relate to 
the intellect, but fail to apprehend the moral dignity of their work. 
As the intellect is but a part of our nature, to limit the work of 
culture to mental powers is a hurtful restriction of the noble 
province of the school. The intellect alone cultivated is like a ship 
without a rudder—liable to be stranded on the quicksands of time. 
It will produce too many Guiteaus and too few Garfields. When 
the school shall develop, harmoniously, the moral, the intellectual, 
and physical powers, impart practical moral truths and inculeate 
usefal and business principles, then, and not till then, will the 
school subserve its highest purpose.
